The  Bible  says  a  dove  descended  c 

and  a  voice  spoke,  and  says  It  in  a  way  that  there 
Is  no  mistaking  It  The  voice  was  not  to  Jesus  i 
but  to  John  and  the  others  who  witnessed  the  bap-  ‘ 

tism.  It  did  not  say,  “Thou  art  my  beloved  Son,"  f 

but  "This  is  my  beloved  son.”  That  the  dove  ( 

was  visible  is  clear  from  the  testimony  of  John 
who  said.  "I  have  beheld  the  Spirit  descending  as  , 
a  dove  out  of  heaven,  and  it  abode  upon  him.  .  .  i 
He  that  sent  me  to  baptize  In  water,  he  said  | 
unto  me,  upon  whomsoever  thou  shalt  see  the 
spirit  descending  and  abiding  upon  him,  the  same 
is  he  that  baptizeth  in  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  I 
have  seen  and  have  borne  witness  that  this  is  the 
Son  of  God.”  Anybody  who  is  co  careless  in  1 
reading  the  Bible  as  Mr.  Holmes  or  so  presumptu¬ 
ous  In  setting  aside  Its  positive  statement  cannot 
help  any  young  man’s  faith.  When  we  got  the 
book  we  hoped  to  put  It  Into  the  hands  of  a  young 
man,  but  we  shall  now  do  what  we  can  to  keep 
any  from  reading  It 

Some  of  the  greatest  preachers  In  the  world 
today,  as  In  the  past,  are  Baptist  preachers.  Spur¬ 
geon  and  MacLaren.  though  widely  different,  have 
hardly  been  surpassed  in  any  age.  Dr.  Jno.  A. 
Broadus,  in  our  own  land  was  one  of  the  truest 
interpreters  and  greatest  preachers  ever.  But 
rich  as  the  past  is,  we  are  as  rich  in  good  preach 
ers  today  as  at  any  time.  One  of  the  beet  preach¬ 
ers  in  the  best  sense  among  us  today  is  Dr.  E.  C. 
Dargan.  He  can  make  a  scripture  passage  lum 
lnous  in  a  way  that  It  will  be  different  to  you 
forever  afterward.  It  was  a  peculiar  Joy  a  few 
days  ago  to  have  a  new  volume  of  sermons  by 
Dr.  Dargan  laid  on  our  desk.  Its  title  is  ’  The 
Hope  of  Glory.”  and  It  issues  from  the  press  of 
Fleming  H.  Revell  at  the  price  of  $1.00  net.  Preach¬ 
ers  who  read  these  Bermons  ought  to  know  better 
how  to  preach  when  they  have  finished  It.  for 
the  author  was  the  teacher  of  Homiletics  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  In  the  Louisville  Seminary.  But  more 
than  this  many  a  saint  ought  to  be  filled  with 
strength  and  Joy  by  the  reading  of  It  fo*  he  is  a 
true  preacher  of  the  word  of  God.  Two  of  the 
ten  sermons  also  are  of  special  interest  to  chil¬ 
dren  and  we  hope  many  may  read  it  This  is  a 
good  book  to  read  and  push  along. 

The  Bethel  church  in  Yazoo  County  recently 
added  $50.00  to  the  salary  of  pastor  W.  N.  Hamtl 
ton  On  last  Sunday  the  apportionment  of  the 
church  $3,000  of  the  76  million  was  guaranteed 
by  subscriptions  with  only  two  thirds  of  the  mem 
bers  present.  One  man  not  a  memeber  of  any 
church  subscribed  $150;  another  roan  not  a  Baptist 
subscribed  $100.  Three  widows  subscribed  $1,000. 

Last  Friday  the  amendment  to  the  Peace  Treaty 
relating  to  Shantung  was  voted  down  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Senate  by  a  majority  of  56  to  36.  It  Is

•  giving  Shantung  to  Japan,  but  everybody  knows 
s  that  Japan  has  It  already  and  the  Peace  Treaty 
5  pledges  Japan  to  return  8hantung  to  China.

If  you  are  looking  (or  something  to  do.  just 
remember  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  send  us  just 
loads  of  things;  anything  that  you  could  use  In 
your  own  home,  we  need  and  need  In  quantities. 

Our  linen,  most  of  It  Is  laundered  twice  a  day 
We  have  more  than  a  hundred  sheets  and  twice 
as  many  towels  done  every  day,  and  still  our  linen 
doset  Is  frequently  bare,  with  no  reserve  linen. 

We  need  coking  vessels,  kettles,  aluminum  or 
granite  that  will  hold  enough  vegetables  for  fifty 
people. 

Medium  Blzed  and  small  kettles  and  sauce  pans, 
coup  bowls,  oat-meal  bowls,  and  tumblers;  about 
three  dozen  of  each  of  the  last  three. 

We  need  two  dozen  granite  pitchers  holding 
from  one  quart  to  one  gallon. 

We  need  two  dozen  table  spoons  and  some  kit¬ 
chen  spoons  and  forks:  also  some  pans  of  asorted 
sizes,  any  kind  will  be  thankfully  received.

A  SUCCESSFUL  OPENING 


IN  THE  BAPTIST  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 


It  Is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  look  on  the 
work  of  the  hospital  today,  as  compared  with 
last  October.  Then  the  ‘'flu”  was  raging  and  all, 
with  the  courage  they  could  command,  were  try¬ 
ing  to  meet  the  situation.  Now  everthlng  is  nor¬ 
mal.  the  bouse  full  patients  coming  In  and  going 
out,  all  bright,  hopeful  and  busy. 

The  hospital  pastor  In  conjunction  with  the  sup¬ 
erintendent,  has  recently  sent  to  a  number  of 
pastors  In  the  three  States  a  request  for  names 
of  young  women  who  may  be  Interested  In  enter¬ 
ing  our  Training  School,  for  Nurses.  Will  these 
pastors  kindly  use  the  card  enclosed  by  writing 
on  them  such  names  as  may  occur  to  them,  and 
will  other  pastors  do  likewise?  If  our  hospital 
Is  to  meet  the  demand  for  service  which  In  press¬ 
ing  upon  it,  the  school  for  nurses  must  be  kept 
full.  Our  pastors  and  people  may  help. 

The  pastor  has  pleasant  spiritual  experiences: 

A  patient  recovering  asking  for  words  of  triumph 
out  of  the  Bible  and  rejoicing  in  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord;  a  young  boy,  a  member  of  one  of  our  Miss¬ 
issippi  churches,  bright  and  convalescent  asking 
for  the  Bible  and  prayer  from  day  to  day;  Invita¬ 
tions  from  the  nurses  to  visit  and  pray  with  their 
patients.  Such  service  is  doubly  pleasant  when 
It  is  in  response  to  a  request,  rather  than  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  pastor.  It  tells  of  spiritual  life 
in  the  heart. 

We  have  recently  been  honored  by  the  coming 
of  two  of  our  missionaries  as  patients  with  us; 
These  were  brethern  Pettigrew  and  W.  C.  Taylor 
of  Brazil.  Of  course  we  were  sorry  they  had  to  go 
under  the  surgeon's  knife,  but  If  such  had  to 
be  we  were  glad  to  have  them  at  the  Baptist  Mem¬ 
orial  Hospital  and  to  serve  them  as  the  guests 
of  the  Institution. 

Our  Miss  Archer,  capable  and  faithful  superin¬ 
tendent  of  Nurses,  was  recently  honored  by  her 
nurses  by  being  elected  ^president  of  the  Nurses 
Association  of  Tennessee;  this  was  done  In  recog¬ 
nition  of  her  valuable  work  over  Beas. 

That  was  high  praise  for  our  hospital  when 
Major  Ballard,  U.  S.  Inspector  in  the  Government 
Health  Department,  said,  In  a  recent  Issue  of  the 
Commercial-Appeal,  that  when  Improvements  plan¬ 
ned  are  completed  the  Baptist  Memorial  Hospital 
will  surpass  anything  in  the  South, 
v  M.  D.  JEFRRIES. 


The  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  located  at  New 
Orleans,  La.,  began  its  second  year's  work  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  week,  under  encouraging  circum¬ 
stances,  and  with  a  very  bright  outlook. 

Upwards  of  130  students,  men  and  women, 
enrolled.  They  represent  twelve  of  the  Southern 
states  and  five  nationalities.  One  comes  from 
England  and  one  from  Cuba.  Courses  have  been 
provided  in  French,  Spanish  and  Italian. 

The  Institute  Is  In  possession  of  property 
conservatively  considered  to  be  worth  at  least 
9400,000.  It  Is  doubtful  If  any  similar  institu¬ 
tion  over  began  Its  work  with  such  beautiful, 
commodious  and  convenient  buildings. 

Two  men,  known  throughout  the  entire  south¬ 
land,  Dr.  John  T.  Christian  of  Hattiesburg.  Miss, 
and  Dr.  C.  C.  Carroll,  worthy  son  of  the  celebrat¬ 
ed  Dr.  B.  H.  Carroll,  himself  a  leader  among 
preachers,  have  been  added  to  the  Institute  fac¬ 
ulty.  Both  of  these  men  have  wide  reputations 
as  men  of  standing  and  experience  In  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession. 

A  new  feature  this  year  Is  the  inauguration  of 
a  course  in  Music  and  Practical  Christian  Work. 
These  courses  are  in  charge  of  Mr.  E.  O.  Sellers, 
for  the  past  twelve  years  a  member  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  of  Chicago. 
Mr.  Sellers  has  Just  returned  from  war  work  in 
England,  France  and  Germany,  having  spent 
nearly  two  years  In  this  line  of  work  at  home 
and  abroad.  He  was  a  member  of  the  very  first 
party  ot  Y.  M.  C.  A.  wrkers  to  go  to  Europe. 

Mr.  Sellers  has  had  a  nation  wide  experience 
In  all  forms  of  Christian  activity,  and  Is  par¬ 
ticularly  well  known  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Sunday 
School  circles. 

Students  can  enter  the  Institute  at  any  time, 
and  attendance  Is  not  limited  to  those  belong¬ 
ing  to  Baptist  churches-  Aside  from  the  small 
entrance  fee,  there  is  no  expense  to  the  students 
who  attend,  except  for  board  and  books.  T.  J. 
Blass,  formerly  pastor  of  Davis  Memorial  church 
and  wife,  of  this  place,  are  students  at  the  insti¬ 
tute.

who  was  appointed  missionary  to  India,  Feb.  6th. 
1812.  In  writing  to  ask  Mr.  John  Hasseltlne  for 
his  daughter  Ann  to  become  his  partner  for  life 
and  sail  with  him  to  India,  he  wrote  like 
this,  “1  have  now  to  ask.  whether  you  will  con¬ 
sent  to  her  departure  for  a  heathen  land ;  whether 
you  will  consent  to  her  exposure  to  the  dangers 
of  the  ocean;  to  every  kind  of  want  and  distress; 
to  degradation,  insult,  persecution  and  perhaps 
a  violent  death?  Can  you  consent  to  all  of  this 
for  the  sake  of  Him  who  left  his  heavenly  home 
and  died  for  you  and  for  her?". 

God's  plan  for  the  world  is  missions,  the  word 
mission  means  the  act  of  sending  or  being  sent 
so  if  you  cannot  go  yourself,  you  must  help  send 
some  one.  In  this  day  of  reconstruction,  the  world 
Is  holding  out  needy  hands  to  Southern  Baptists

The  campaign  Commission  has  wisely  made 
the  month  of  October  Enlistment  month.,  before 
the  stewardship  month  of  November.  To  be 
sure  there  Is  such  a  close  connection  between 
all  these  items  in  oar  campaign  as  to  make  them 
essential  parts  of  a  whole,  and  each  necessary  to 
the  others,  but  there  is  a  proper  order  in  which 
they  should  be  brought  to  our  attention.

Paul  said  of  the  Macedonians  that  while  they 
were  exceedingly  liberal  In  their  gifts  of  money, 
they  first  gave  themselves  unto  God  and  unto 
us  Self  surrender  is  before  the  giving  of  any 
of  our  possessions  The  whole  burnt  offering  of 
relf-dedlration  always  came  before  the  pea«e 
offerings  or  thank  offerings  of  Israel. 

When  Jesus  began  his  work  It  was  men  he 
asked  for.  These  were  the  first  essentials  and 
when  they  forsook  all  and  followed  him  there 
were  others  who  attended  them  and  ministered 
to  them  of  their  subslame  Men  before  money 
always  in  his  program  If  we  have  the  men  the 
money  will  be  likely  to  follow  them.

This  is  not  a  discussion  of  the  "roce  ques¬ 
tion."  it  is  simply  a  talk  to  white- folk*  and  about 
white  folks.  It  it  provoked  by  two  things,  the 
beastly  conduct  of  some  people  and  the  assump¬ 
tion  of  complacent  superiority  by  some  of  their 
kinsfolk. 

A  few  years  ago  a  missionary  was  traveling 
in  China  He  was  a  white  man  of  course.  He 
was  in  the  interior  where  white  forces  were  un¬ 
known.  To  those  people  he  was  "off  color"  and 
off  several  other  things.  When  he  retired  for 
the  night  he  heard  some  of  the  Chinese  through 
the  paper  partition  discussing  him.  To-them  he 
was  an  enigma.  They  were  in  doubt  whether  he 
van  a  human  being  or  a  mere  brute.  The  argu¬ 
ment  was  both  pro  and  con.  They  said  he  hasn  t 
the  color  of  a  human  being.  Bnt  the  reply  was 
he  walks  on  two  legs  like  a  man  Then  they 
said.  "He  has  round  eye*  like  an  animal "  But 
the  reply  was.  "He  can  talk."  He  was  a  puzzle  to 
them  and  bard  to  classify. 

Now  to  one  who  studies  the  white  man  from 
another  point  of  view,  namely  that  of  his  moral 
conduct,  the  puzzle  becomes  even  more  puz¬ 
zling.  When  the  German  army  penetrated  China, 
ths  next  morning  the  river  was  choked  with 


bodies  of  Chinese  women  who  had  drowned 
themselves  after  being  dishonored  by  the  white 
Germans  The  tales  of  their  atrocities  In  Bel¬ 
gium  are  such  as  we  should  be  glad  to  blot  out 
from  memory  and  from  history.  Likewise  the 
stories  of  Belgian  outrages  in  the  Congo  country 
are  a  blighting  reproach  to  the  human  race,  and 
put  a  new  meaning  to  the  duration,  is  the  white 
man  a  beast. 

But  don't  you  think  that  we  must  travel  across 
oceans  and  continents  to  find  examples  of  brutal¬ 
ity.  The  pages  of  the  Memphts  papers  have  been 
reeking  with  the  slime  of  beastly  corruption  as  a 
lawyer  with  demonical  Ingenuity  and  a  heart  as 
foul  as  hell  dragged  a  case  for  day*  through  the 
court  His  clients  and  he  all  belong  to  the  race 
of  supermen.  If  there  were  beasts  at  large  which 
did  as  these  men  did  they  would  be  shot  down 
without  meny  or  hesitation. 

Now  the  worst  feature  of  these  case*  la  that 
they  represent  what  is  possible  anywhere,  but 
for  the  restraint  of  fear  and  the  saving  grace  of 
Christ.  In  the  past  preachers  of  prominent  posi¬ 
tion  and  name  have  had  to  leave  the  state  for 
sins  unmentionable.  High  society  In  some  places 
in  Mississippi  has  witnessed  conduct  that  ought 
to  shame  the  lowest  dives;  and  their  representa¬ 
tives  didn't  have  to  leave  the  state  either,  but 
show  themselves  as  aspirants  for  political  lead¬ 
ership  and  social  toplofticaluess.  Even  mention 
of  them  has  to  be  done  in  the  most  guarded 
way*,  for  they  have  friends  and  supporters 
among  the  political  and  ecclesiastical  elite. 

Bi.t  why  make  mention  of  these  things  at  all? 
Why  not  hide  our  sores  and  conceal  our  ces- 
pools  which  like  a  canker  eat  Into  the  heart  of 
humanity?  Why  not  shut  our  eyes  and  our 
mouths?  For  the  two  reasons:  We  must  know 
the  truth  of  the  Bible  that  ail  have  sinned,  are 
runined  in  sin,  hopelessly  candemned  and  un¬ 
done  If  any  man  were  to  tell  all  the  evil  he 
knows  about  the  best  people,  it  would  be  heart 
sickening.  If  any  man  should  reveal  all  the  sins 
of  his  own  heart  it  would  drive  his  best  friends 
from  him  The  first  chapter  of  Romans  is  a  true 
picture  of  the  rare  of  men  and  it  t*  the  most 
appalllnz  paragraph  in  literature.  It  surpasses 
the  satires  and  histories  of  the  writers  in  late 
Homan  literature^ 

The  other  reason  lor  mentioning  these  things 
is  that  there  is  no  salvation  from  sin  until  there 
is  exposure  of  it  and  deep  and  pungent  convic¬ 
tion  tor  It.  Something  must  be  said  or  done  to 
bring  this  awful  truth  to  our  hearts  until  con¬ 
viction  shall  seize  us  as  It  did  Isalh  when  be 
cried.  "I  am  a  man  of  unclean  lips  and  I  dwell 
in  the  midst  of  a  people  of  unclean  lips."  Or  like 
I’aul  who  said  "O  wretched  man  that  I  am:  who 
shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of  this  death." 
The  surgeon's  knife  must  go  to  the  bottom  of 
this  malignant  sore  before  we  can  find  cleansing 
and  salvation. 


SALTY  SPEEC  H 

The  newspapers  speak  of  certain  kinds  of  re¬ 
ports  as  salacious  or  salty,  when  they  mean  that 
it  has  enough  of  vicious  gossip  In  It  to  make  It 
palatable  to  the  vulgar.  Now  this  conception  of 
the  meaning  of  the  word  Is  due  to  the  Inherent 
snd  essential  depravity  of  man.  Many  words 
hate  their  meanings  elevated  by  the  grace  of 
God:  others  are  degraded  by  the  sin  of  men.  Take 
for  instance  the  words  queen  and  quean,  which 
are  originally  the  same  word,  meaning  simply  wo¬ 
man:  but  they  have  come  to  represent  one  the 
highest  and  the  other  the  lowest  in  womanhood. 
Or  the  word  passion.  This,  comes  to  stand  for  the 
highest  all  rustic  suffering  of  our  Lord  as  He  made 
atonement  for  men;  and  it  expresses  the  worst 
sensuality  in  man. 

Now  it  is  the  same  story  in  the  use  of  the 
phrase  “salty  speech."  It  may  represent  the  re¬ 
mark  that  is  forbidden  among  clean  people;  or 
it  may.  Indeed  It  does,  in  the  Bible  represent  the 
speech  of  a  Christian  which  is  thoroughly  sea¬ 
soned  with  grace.  nl  either  case  It  represents 
the  conversation  that  it  distinctive  in  character.

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that  awakens  Interest  that  quickens  the  atten¬ 
tion  and  Intellectual  appetite,  that  rouses  the  de¬ 
sires  for  more,  and  satisfies  desire.  What  is  well 
seasoned  for  one  man  may  be  spoiled  meat  to  an¬ 
other.  Humming  birds  and  buzzards  do  not 
have  the  same  taste. 

Our  justification  for  such  use  of  this  phrase  and 
our  reason  for  introducing  the  idea  here  is  in  the 
exhortation  of  Paul  In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Colos- 
sians:  “Let  your  speech  be  always  with  grace, 
seasoned  with  salt,  that  ye  may  know  how  ye 
ought  to  answer  each  one.”  It  follows  an  appeal 
to  walk  In  wisdom  toward  them  that  are  without, 
redeeming  the  time.  It  therefore  has  particular, 
though  not  exclusive,  reference  to  our  conversa¬ 
tion  with  and  before  unsaved  men.  and  the  avail¬ 
ing  ourselves  of  such  opportunities  as  present 
themselves  upon  every  favorable  occasion. 

Every  Intelligent  man  wishes  to  make  his  con¬ 
versation  interesting  to  others.  It  is  his  desire  to 
speak  in  such  a  way  as  to  awaken  response  in 
others,  for  conversation  is  the  mutual  response  of 
souls  Interested  in  a  subject  in  common.  All 
this  and  more  are  involved  In  the  speech  of  Chris¬ 
tians.  Their  speech  is  to  be  seasoned  with  salt, 
but  "always  wit*  grace.”  It  ought  to  be  inter 
eating,  but  it  ought  to  be  interesting  because  of 
Its  being  soaked  in  the  grace  of  Christ. 

There  Is  no  place  where  a  Christian  needs  to 
be  more  on  his  guard.  There  is  no  opportunity 
for  usefulness  that  Is  more  constant.  It  Is  not 
enough  that  our  speech  should  be  free  from  of 
fenslve  or  evil  suggestion.  It  muBt  have  a  positive 
flavor  of  the  grace  of  Christ.  That  does  not 
mean  that  there  shall  be  no  conversation  but 
such  as  is  on  specifically  religious  subjects,  but 
It  does  mean  that  the  Christian  point  of  view  is 
to  be  preserved.i  and  the  aroma  of  Christ  shall 
be  upon  It  all.  It  means  more  than  this,  for  the 
purpose  is  making  the  final  effect  of  the  conversa 
tlon  contribute  to  the  strengthening  of  faith  or 
Its  awakening. 

This  will  require  a  purpose  and  an  effort,  but  it 
can  be  done  and  will  many  times  repay  the  effort. 
There  ought  to  be  such  a  purpose  as  will  make  It 
easy  without  shock  to  turn  the  conversation  to 
the  deepest  and  most  serious  religious  ends;  or 
that  no  surprise  will  be  felt  In  Introducing  per¬ 
sonal  religion.  It  was  said  of  some  preacher 
that  when  he  was  In  the  pulpit  the  people  said 
he  ought  never  to  come  out.  and  when  he  was  out 
of  it  the  people  thought  he  ought  never  to  go  In. 
This  by  contrast  will  show  what  Paul  means  by 
saying,  “Let  your  speech  be  always  with  grsc< . 
seasoned  with  salt,  that  ye  may  know  how  ye 
ought  to  answer  each  one."

Let  the  wires  run 
to  every  man,  woman  and  child  In  the  church  and 
when  the  switch  Is  turned  on  on  the  30th  No¬ 
vember  the  world  will  be  Illuminated.  We  are 
not  ready  until  every  church  is  organized  out  to 
reach  the  last  man.

That  is  th*  Baptists  of 
M  issisippl  now  have  a  chan-c  to  enter  a  good 
field  of  service  In  the  way  of  putting  desirable 
book-t  and  tracts  Into  the  homes  of  our  people 
and  of  all  the  people.  More  people  are  reading 
today  than  ever  In  the  world  before,  and  the 
presses  are  jammed  and  groaning  with  the  mass 
of  material  being  sent  out  for  the  people  to  read. 
This  demonstrates  that  the  people  are  reading 
ami  that  the  mill  of  the  mind  is  grinding  unceas¬ 
ingly.  This  demand  must  not  only  be  met  and 
satisfied;  it  must,  more  than  that,  be  rightly 
gelded.  A  real  demand  for  good  books. must  be 
created  and  satisfied,  and  the  right  kind  of  taste 
must  be  provoked  and  directed.  This  Is  one  of 
the  most  critical  needs  of  our  day.  and  our  peo¬ 
ple  are  giving  no  Intelligent  attention  to  it.  It 
is  being  allowed  to  take  care  of  Itself  without 
forethought  or  conscience. 

No  child  can  safely  be  allowed  to  read  hap¬ 
hazard  anything  and  everything  or  nothing 
which  happens  to  come  Into  his  hands.  A  large 
part  of  the  reading  Is  done  by  children  and  at¬ 
tention  must  be  given  to  rightly  directing  it. 
But  what  Is  true  of  children  Is  true  of  the  up* 
trained  taste  and  demand  for  reading  oo/fhe 
part  of  our  awakened  generation.  Must  people 
read  like  most  people  eat,  whatever  is  set  before 
them.  What  is  sold  In  thj^  shambles,  peoplo  buy 
and  eat  asking  nn  question  for  conscience  sake 
Our  people  are  going  to  read  what  we  provide 
for  them  and  carrv  to  them. 

Now  there  ought  to  be  an  Intelligent,  consci¬ 
entious.  organized  effort  to  get  before  them  the 
things  that  are  good  for  them.  There  may  be 
more  than  one  cause  for  so  many  people  being 
hollow-eved.  hollow-fared,  sallow-cheeked  and 
cadaverous  looking  But  the  greatest  and  most 
common  cause  Is  Insufficient  or  improper  nour-  ■ 
isbment.  The  bodies  of  people  need  above  every¬ 
thing  else  to  be  well  fed  and  this  will  enable 
them  to  overcome  many  assaults  of  disease 
germs.  What  Is  true  of  men  s  bodies  Is  also 
true  of  their  mind*  and  souIb.  These  need  to 
be  well  nourished.  Somebody  must  see  to  it. 

Our  Baptist  organization  In  Mississippi  ought 
to  see  to  it  that  these  people  are  supplied  with 
the  right  sort  i>f  reading.  We  are  responsible 
for  putting  before  them,  putting  In  their  reach 
what  they  ought- to  read.  They  are  able  to  pay 
for  it  and  many  of  them  are  willing.  But  they 
don’t  know  what  to  buy  nor  where  to  get  It. 
There  ought  to  be  a  literature  bureau  whose  bus¬ 
iness  It  is  to  push  this  business  and  make  It  go. 
Wo  are  come  upon  a  new  era,  an  era  of  larger 
j  Ians  and  belter  things.  There  ought  to  be 
among  us  organizing  ability  and  constructive 
genius  sufficient  to  bring  a  great  forward  look- 
tag  and  forward  moving  program  of  literature 
out  of  this  76  Million  Campaign.

We  saw  on  Sept.  24th  there  were 
14  young  people  In  Louisiana  College  who  surren 
dered  for  definite  service,  and  on  the  day  of  the 
Truett  meeting  at  Mansfield,  as  a  result  of  a  pro¬ 
position  made  by  Dr.  Todd,  not  less  than  30  men 
and  women  announced  their  surrender  to  do  de¬ 
finite  service.  , 

He  also  says  a  young  lady  who  ts  teaching 
a  country  school  for  $60  per  month,  and  who  Is 
a  member  of  the  Friendship  church,  has  told  her 
pastor,  Rev.  I.  E.  Corkern,  that  she  will  give  $600 
to  the  Campaign.  This  Is  almost  one  fifth  of  her 
entire  income  for  the  next  fifve  years.  This  Is  cer¬ 
tainly  heroic  and  sacriflcal.

Many  think  we 
made  a  mistake  In  not  setting  our  figures  at  $100, 
000,000.  If  we  have  made  a  mistake  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Campaign,  we  can  correct  it  at  the  close 
by  raising  $100,000,000,  and  the  conduct  of  this 
great  Association  in  Louisiana  in  an  encourage¬ 
ment  that  we  will  correct  this  mistake. 

There  is  not  a  state  in  the  South  that  has  sur¬ 
passed  Louisiana  In  Its  heroic  and  sacrificial 
spirit  In  this  campaign. 

The  tme  Is  drawing  near  when  the  Issue  of  the 
battle  will  be  decided,  a  litle  more  than  one  month 
between  now  and  Victory  Week.  The  mighty 
issues  involved  in  these  days  of  preparation  and 
organization  are  unspeakable,  every  Baptist  pre¬ 
paring  to  equip  himself  In  a  manner  pleasing  to 
Jesus  Christ.  Let  every  one  of  our  men  and  wo¬ 
men  be  able  to  say  at  the  close:  “I  did  my  best.”

We  all  can  do 
our  best,  and  then  fail  if  the  local  church  organ¬ 
izations  fail  in  their  duty.  The  issue  finally  lies 
with  the  local  churches.

The  chief  business  before  the  Board  was  mak¬ 
ing  the  appropriations  for  1920.  It  Is  necessary 
every  year  to  make  out  appropriations  at  the 
October  meeting  so  that  the  Letters  of  credit 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  following  year  can 
be  sent  to  the  fields  in  ample  time.

Brother  Owl  prayed  as  follows:  "Dear 
Jesus,  I  have  seen  Thy  light  from  Heaven,  and 
It  is  beautiful.  But  it  shines  on  a  broad  harvest 
field  In  which  is  much  ripe  grain,  and  It  is  falling 
down  and  being  wasted  for  the  lack  of  laborers. 
Therefore  I  volunteer  and  now  go  into  this  field 
to  gather  grain  for  Thee.”  Five  other  young 
men.  and  three  young  women  volunteered  for  the 
world  wide  field... 

2.  Oiganizer  S.  G.  Wells  of  Knox  County  Asso¬ 
ciation.

THE  BAPTIST  B  E  C O* D 
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DR.  CAMPBELL,  MORGAN  ON  BAPTISM. 


Rev.  G.  Campbell  Morgan,  b(  London,  t  .  almost 
as  well  known  and  '"highly  honored  In  America 
as  in  England.  He  is  the  pastor  ot  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  church.  Recently  In  ills  own  pulpit  he 
preached  on  "The  True  Order  of  Missionary  Work” 
from  Matthew  28:19-20.  The  discourse  has  been 
published,  and  the  London  Baptist  Times  gives 
several  Interesting  extracts  from  It.  We  quote  a 
sentence  or  two  touching  his  view  of  baptism. 

"The  first  thing  I  have  to  say  is  that  there  is 
no  question  at  all  that  baptism  in  those  (New 
Testament)  days  meant  Immersion.  That  is  not 
open  to  question."  Further  on  he  argues:  “It 
may  be  said  that  the  form  maters  nothing,  that 
It  may  be  that  of  sprinkling  water  upon  the  per¬ 
son  or,  in  the  fashion  of  the  Greek  Church,  of 
pouring  water  upon  the  person,  or  that  of  immer¬ 
sion.  If  we  think  we  are  wiser  than  the  first 
Christians,  I  do  not  object.  I  affirm,  unhesitating¬ 
ly,  that  the  original  word  means  inmmersion;  I 
affirm  that  in  order  to  point  out  that  the  symbol 
that  Jesus  commanded  was  a  symbol  suggesting 
death  into  life.  In  the  whelming  beneath  the 
waters  we  have  the  symbol  of  death.  In  the 
emergence  from  the  waters  we  have  the  smybol  of 
life  beyond  the  death,  resurrection,  life." 

Later,  in  the  same  section,  he  adds:  “I  say 
again  whether  the  form  ran  be  changed  I  will 
not  discuss,  I  have  no  quarrel  with  those  who 
think  It  may,  but  I  do  affirm  that,  for  myself,  I 
prefer  to  abide  by  the  primitive  rite  in'  the  old 
and  simple  form.  Seeing  that  the  Lord  did  leave 
with  us  who  bear  his  name  only  two  simple  rites 
or  ceremonies — that  of  his  table  and  that  of  bap¬ 
tism — 1  prefer  to  follow  his  command  according  to 
the  earliest  method,  even  though  others  may  be 
justified  in  changing  form." — Selected.

Dr.  L.  R.  Scarborough  has  the  following  to  say: 

"Nashville,  Tenn.  Oct.  18.  In  the  hope  of  In¬ 
ducing  to  enter  active  Christian  service  a  suffi¬ 
cient  number  of  the  strongest  and  most  conse¬ 
crated  young  men  and  women  among  the  Baptists 
of  the  South  to  carry  out  the  enlarged  program 
involved  in  the  Baptist  75  Million  Campaign,  next 
Friday,  October  24,  will  be  observed  in  all  the  Bap¬ 
tist  schools  and  colleges  of  the  South  In  "Calling 
out  the  called",  while  similar  services  will  be  held 
in  a  majority  of  the  25,000  Baptist  churches  of  the 
South  next  Sunday,  October  28,  Dr.  L.  R.  Scar¬ 
borough,  general  director,  announced  today. 

Indicating  the  need  of  more  workers  who  will 
give  their  whole  time  and  energies  to  religious 
effort,  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Is  calling  for  a  large  number 
of  adddltional  missionaries,  evangelists  and  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  mountain  and  missionary  schools.  Dr. 
Scarborough  says.  At  the  same  time  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  Is  asking  for  a  minimum  of  457 
additional  mlssiorarles  to  carry  forward  its  en¬ 
larged  program  made  possible  as  a  result  of  the 
campaign;  the  general  work  of  the  Woman's  Miss¬ 
ionary  Union,  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  and 
the  Sunday  Schools  all  demand  more  trained 
workers;  while  there  arc  between  3,000  and  6,000 
pastorless  Baptist  Churches  In  the  South,  700 
of  this  number  being  located  in  Texas  alone.  The 
need  for  consecrated  laymen  to  serve  as  salaried 
superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  is  very  urgent, 
Dr.  Scarborough  announces.  Within  the  last  sixty 
days  he  has  had  calls  for  25  such  men,  the  positions 
paying  from  $1,500  to  $3,00  year,  but  he  was  un¬ 
able  to  reccommend  a  man  for  any  of  these  places, 
as  all  the  men  he  knows  who  are  qualified  and 
trained  for  that  work  are  already  engaged. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  about  our  raising  the  $75,000, 
000  asked  for  In  this  service  campaign,”  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough  said  today,  "but  if  the  program  of  service 
which  we  have  planned  is  carried  out  we  must 
have  more  workers." 

To  match  our  five  year  prpgram  we  are  asking 
for  a  minimum  of  5,000  additional  workers,  com¬ 
petent,  consecrated  young  men  and  women,  and  I 
believe  this  number  will  be  forthcoming  if  our 


Baptist  educators  and  pastors  will  lay  the  appeal 
upon  the  heart  of  the  young  people  on  the  two 
days  that  have  been  set  apart  for  "Calling  out  the 
called",  Friday  October  24,  In  the  Baptist  schools 
and  colleges,  and  8unday,  October  26,  In  the 
churches.

Aged  Man  l’rays  all  Night:  Gives  His  Farm 

From  a  veteran  of  the  Cross,  eighty-two  years 
old.  Dr.  8.  B.  Rogers,  director  of  the  Baptist  76 
Million  Campaign  for  Florida,  has  received  the  fol¬ 
lowing  leter: 

"This  Is  the  day  of  prayer  for  the  75  Million 
Campaign  and  the  day  of  prayer  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  world  It  should  ' 
be  the  day  to  contribute  in  a  substalntlal  way  to 
the  great  cause.  I  have  been  praying  for  it  since 
the  organization,  but  last  night  I  prayed  all  night 
I  could  not  think  how  I  could  give  anything  to  the 
cause.  1  am  82  years  old,  poor  and  afflicted, 
but  about  day  break  this  morning  I  remembered  I 
owned  120  acres  of  land  valued  at  $750,  so  I  asked 
God  why  I  chould  not  give  It.  Well,  I  decided  at 
once  to  give  it.  Now,  I  ask  you  to  whom  and  how 
I  shall  make  the  deed?.” 


As  an  evidence  of  the  love  which  Dr.  I/eavell 
has  for  his  work  he  recently  declined  an  offer 
$15,000  a  year  with  a  fine  residence  and  other 
appurtenances  to  do  social  relief  work  in  China, 
preferring  medical  missions  at  a  salary  of  one- 
seventh  of  what  he  was  offered. 


Drive  for  Millions  Costs  Very  Little. 

Indications  are  that  the  Baptist  75  Million  Cam¬ 
paign  will  establish  a  record  of  being  the  moat 
economically  conducted  drive  for  a  large  sum  of 
money  that  has  been  made  In  this  country,  Dr. 
L.  R.  Scarobough,  general  director,  announces.  It 
being  now  assured  that  the  expense  will  be  con 
siderably  less  than  1  per  rent  of  the  sum  asked. 
This  sum  included  the  expenses  lncured  by  the 
general  headquarters  at  Nashville  and  the  eigh¬ 
teen  state  headquarters  as  well. 

Aiding  in  the  effort  to  keep  down  Campaign 
expenses  in  order  that  all  the  money  raised  may  go 
toward  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  sought  is  the 
fact  that  the  Campaign  is  of  short  duration,  no 
large  overhead  cost  has  been  Incurred  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  large  salaries,  and  many  .of  the  workers 
are  contributing  their  services  w  ithout  any  finan¬ 
cial  remuneration. 

Evidencing  the  spirit  of  the  campaign,  one  of  the 
prominent  workers  has  just  declined  an  offer  of 
$25,000  a  year  to  engage  in  work  along  another 
line,  preferring  to  live -on  a  small  fraction  of  that 
amount  in  order  to  give  himself  entrlely  to  reli¬ 
gious  work.

The  mislon  situation  In  Csecho-Bolvakla.  the  new 
Republic  in  Central  Europe,  grows  more  Inter¬ 
esting.  For  several  years  before  the  war,  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  was  supporting  Josef  Novo¬ 
tny,  of  Fragile.  Bohemia  Just  before  the  war 
broke  out,  the  chnrch  at  Prague  began  to  errect 
a  building  on  a  very  desirable  lot  The  Foreign 
Mission  Board  contributed  a  considerable  sum 
toward  this  enterprise.  It  was  expected  that  the  i 
war  would  bring  work  on  the  building  to  an  end  I 
When  the  war  was  ended,  we  learned  that  the 
church,  under  the  leadership  of  Its  heroic  pastor, 
Josef  Novotny,  bad  persevered  In  Its  church  build¬ 
ing  enterprise,  and  had  almost  completed  Its 
house  of  worship.  Conditions  were  frightful,  bat 
the  church  was  not  daunted. 

At  a  recent  meeting,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
appropriated  an  amount  sufficient  to  complete 
the  building  and  pay  off  the  indebtedness. 

Recently,  Mr.  Tolar,  the  pastor  of  the  church 
In  Prague  while  Mr.  Novotny  Is  in  America,  cabl¬ 
ed  togeather,  from  all  parts  of  Csecho-8lovakla. 
men  who  are  Interested  In  the  evangelisation  of 
their  country.  The  religious  situation  was  dis¬ 
cussed  at  length.  Everyone  realised  that  the  su¬ 
preme  opportunity  for  evang  llstic  conquest  la 
at  hand.  The  challenge  was  given  and  twenty- 
seven  of  these  men  volunteered  to  give  up  their 
present  employment  and  devote  themselves  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry.  A  number  of  these  men 
have  been  giving  themselves  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry  as  far  as  they  were  able  to  spare  time 
from  their  business.  Now  they  say  they  are  anx¬ 
ious  to  give  up  business  In  order  that  they  may 
seise  the  marvelous  opportunity  for  prearhlng  the 
Gospel  to  their  people.  This  resolution  represents 
great  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  many  of  them  and 
fine  consecration  on  the  part  of  all.  A  unmber 
of  them  are  University  Graduates  and  all  of  tb«n 
have  demonstrated  their  faithfulness  aa  Christian 
workers. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  recently  made  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  employment  of  aa  many,  or  all  of 
these  men,  as  it  might  appear  wise  to  appoint. 
The  matter  of  their  appointment  Is  In  process 
Csecho-Rlovakla  was  at  one  time,  Protestant. 

It  was  turned  to  Catholicism  by  the  oppression  of 
Austria.  Thrilled  as  It  Is  nowr  with  ideas  and 
Ideals  of  democracy.  It  represents  a  unique  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  Baptists  to  p.esent  the  truth  of  Christ  aa 
they  see  IL 
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can  no  more  develop  than  can  the  plant  denied 
the  physical  sunshine.  If  we  hope  for  our  child¬ 
ren  to  love  to  go  to  church  when  grown  up,  we 
must  Inoculate  that  habit  while  their  characters 
are  in  the  plastic.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the 
saying  of  the  Roman  Catholics  that  you  may  do 
what  you  please  afteiward  if  you  will  let  them 
train  a  child  until  he  Is  seven.  Dare  we  neglect 
the  church  going  habit  till  ours  are  thirteen?  And 
if  we  mothers  strive  as  we  should,  not  many  will 
fail  to  secure  the  hearty  co-operalton  of  the 
fathers.  , 

Suppose  our  children  do  not  want  to  remain 
throughout  preaching  service?  Ape,  we  never 
to  insist  on  a  child  doing  what  he  or  she  may  not 
feel  Inclined  to  do?  19  that  the  way.  to  develop 
strength,  always  to  follow  the  lines  of  least  resist¬ 
ance?  One  thing  is  certain,  our  children  will 
God's  house  and  never  hearing  them. 

“But,”  some  will  say,  "when  they  get  older  they 
never  learn  to  understand  the  sermons  by  leaving 
will  stay."  Will  they?  Have  they  remained? 
L«ok  over  the  congregations  in  all  towns  and 
cities,  and  see  that  very  few  young  people  are 
there.  A  custom  followed  from  the  age  of  three 
to  the  age  of  thirteen  is  very  apt  to  be  a  lifetime 
habit.  Whose  duty  is  It  to  keep  these  boys  apd 
girls  in  the  preaching  service?  U  is  ours.  So 
long,  oh  mothers.  have  we  neglected  this  duty, 
that  many  of  our  church  pews  are  empty.  Then 
let  us  stem  this  mighty  current  and  turn  it  back 
into  the  church. 

Through  our  advice  and  persuasion  most  of  the 
young  people  can  be  Induced  to  attend  a  meeting 
of  the  Y.  M.  A..  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  the  O.  A.,  R.  A.,  or 
Sunbeams  a  few  times  any  wy,  just  to  please  moth¬ 
er,  and  here  they  can  be  held  by  the  wideawake, 
consecrated,  tactful  leaders  we  must  have  for  these 
organisations,  and  by  the  prayers  that  go  up  from 
the  hearts  of  the  mothers  and  fathers  at  home 
while  the  children  are  away  at  the  meeting.  Sure¬ 
ly  the  souls  of  our  children  are  worth  all  effort 
and  self  denial. 

To  accomplish  this  task  perfectly  we  must  have 
every  woman  of  the  Baptist  churches  of  our 
Southland  co-operating.  They  can  do  this  as 
members  of  the  W.  M.  U.  "Let  us  then  be  up  and 
doing."  heart  within  and  God  o'er  head.

ENLISTMENT 

(Mrs.  J.  L.  Underwood,  Terry,  Miss.) 

FOUR  MINUTE  TALK. 

In  the  hurry  and  rush  of  my  life  as  a  mother, 
a  housekeeper,  a  Sunday  School  teacher,  a  public 
school  teacher,  and  officer  of  a  very  busy  Parent- 
Teachers'  Association,  the  call  comes  to  me  to 
send  a  mesage  from  the  Terry  W.  M.  U.  to  the 
Associations!  meeting  of  our  organization. 

That  message  must  deal  with  the  feature  of  the 
great  movement  to  enlist  every  Southern  Baptist 
church  member  in  some  form  of  active  service  for 
the  Kingdom. 

With  fear  and  trembling  the  task  is  undertaken, 
and  out  of  the  fullness  of  my  heart  leaps  the  pray¬ 
er  to  God  that  this  may  be  opportune  time  for  us 
to  set  to  work  the  unmeasured,  forceful  but  ap¬ 
parently  latent  power  of  the  motherhood  of  our 
churches  to  stanch  the  flow  of  the  severed  artery 
that  is  helping  so  largely  to  empty  our  pews  of 
occupants  for  preaching  service.  I  speak  of  the 
custom  of  allowing  children  to  go  home  when  Sun¬ 
day  School  closes  instead  of  remaining  through 
the  preaching  service.  Who  is  responsible  for 
this  habit,  this  custom?  The  mother.  Who  can 
change  it?  The  mothers.  Only  the  mothers. 
When  should  a  child  begin  to  attend  this  service? 
Why  not  as  soon  as  he  is  old  enough  to  attend 
Sunday  School?  Rarely  is  a  sermon  over  30 
minutes  long.  That  is  the  period  which  the  lit¬ 
tle  child  is  expected  to  keep  quiet  and  still,  once, 
twice,  or  perhaps  four  times  In  a  month.  Is  that 
too  great  a  strain  on  a  title  child  of  three  or  over? 
I  insist  not.  We  mothers  can  soon  Impress  upon 
the  little  ones  that  the  church  is  God’s  house  and 
he  must  therefore  be  very  quiet;  that  the  minister 
is  telling  people  about  God  and  heaven  and  the 
angels,  and  he  must  be  very  still  that  they  may 
hear.  Surely  It  is  a  mistaken  idea  that  it  is  too 
tiresome  on  a  small  child  to  stay  through  preach¬ 
ing 

Another  reason  frequently  given  by  mothers 
when  this  habit  is  discussed  Is  that  young  children 
cannot  understand  the  /sermon.  Mothers  and 
fathers  can  remove  this  obstacle  with  surprising¬ 
ly  young  children  nine  times  out  of  ten.  We 
must  be  there  ourselves,  in  the  Sunday  School  and 
in  the  church  service.  When  we  go  home,  let  us 
talk  over  the  sermon  In  the  family,  never  criticis¬ 
ing  adversely,  but  speaking  of  the  good  points  of 
the  sermon,  the  illustrations,  the  Bible  passages 
quoted,  putting  the  truth  in  simpler  language  if 
need  be;  arouse  a  desire  to  see  who  can  remember 
most  of  the  sermon.  Will  the  children  be  the 
only  ones  helped  by  such  a  habit?  No  indeed, 
would  not  such  a  course  son  place  the  young 
where  they  would  soon  understand  more  of  the 
sermons?  Let  us  remember  that  it  should  always 
be  our  prayerful  purpose  with  these  precious  young 
lives  in  our  homes  to  handle  the  sermon  as  If  It 
were  a  Jewel  case  which  we  are  helping  to  open 
that  they  may  see  and  use  the  beautiful  jewels 
contained  therein.  It  should  be  done  with  a 
prayer  in  our  hearts  that  the  sermon  may  help  to 
draw  to  Christ  the  unsaved  In  our  family  circle, 
and  may  further  furnish  the  glorious  sunlight  of 
God's  love  to  produce  growth  in  the  lives  of  those 
already  Christians,  without  which  light  the  soul
